COAL OFFICE DECLARED TO BE 
A SHOP. 


In the King'a Bench Division yesterday, Mr. Jus 
tice Gibson, Mr. Justice Madden, and Mr. Justice 
Pim gave judgment in favour of the respondent in 
the case of Wallace Bros., Lid., appellants, Samuel 
W. Dixon, respondent, which had come before the 
Court on a case stated ~f hong Swifte, K.C., Chief 
Divisional Magistrate, for the decision of the point 
whether an cifice Of Messrs. Wallace at Duggan 
place, Rathmines, at which only orders for coal 
were received and transmitted to the head office, 
was a retail shop within the meaning of the 
Shops Act, 1912. Mr. Swifte had found that it 
was a shop, and convicted the Messrs. Wallace of 
having failed to comply with the Act by not 
allowing their clerk in charge of the place an in- 
terval of three-quarters of an hour for dinner. The 
office hours were from 9 to 5 every day, except 
Saturday, when the office closed at 1 o'clock. The 
assistant got in her lunch from outside. 

The Court was of opinion that the premisea, 
though not a shop where goods were aold or re- 
tailed in the ordinary sense of the term, were to 
be rewarded as a retail shop, as intended by the 
Legisiature, for the purpose of carrying ont the 
policy of the Act. The appeal was accordingly 
dismissed, and the magistrate'’s decisién affirmed 
with costs.

A YEAR'S FIGURES. 
The .Registrar-General’s return of emigration 
from Ireland tor the month of December, 1916, 
sehowe thet 216 wsatives of brelend (66 males and 


150 females) left the ports of Ireland, as com- | 


pared with 240 (128 males and 112 females) in 
the same month in 1915. The total number of 
emigrants for the year 1916 was 7,302 (1,743 
rules and 5,559 females), compared with 10,659 
(6,567 males and 4,092 females) in the year 
1915. These figures exhibit an increase in 
female emigrants last year of 1.467, and a de- 
crease of male emigrants of 4,824. The total 
net decrease last year was 3,357 persons, This 
decrease is- shown in the returns from each of 
the provinces. There were 416 fewer emigrants 
from Connaught, 494 less from Munster, 1,057 
Jess from Ulster, and 1,390 less from Leinster.

Jand and Wales, and 35 to Scotland. During 
the year 1916 4.207 sailed to America, 485 to 
f‘anada, 19 to South Africa, 100 to Australia, 
1.724 to Faeland and Wales, and 722 to Scot- 
land T «se figures represent a decrease in 
everv case “hen compared with those for 1915.

ANNUAL. MEETING OF DUBLIN 
BRANCH. 


MR. JUSTICE MADDEN’S 


ADDRESS. 


The annual meeting of the Dublin Branch of 
the British Empire Shakespeare Society was 
held yesterday afternoon at the Theatre Ko al. 
The chair was occupied by the President, áir. 
Justice Madden. i i 

Apologies for absence were received from tne 
Primate and Dr. Starkie, Vice-President. 

The President said that the past twelve 
months, though a period of disappointment, had 
not been unproductive of useful work in the 
Society. The year 1916 was long anticipated by 
lovers of Shakespeare throughout the civilised 
world, and it was hoped that the tercentenary 
of his death would not only have been worthily 
celebrated, but would be marked by some per- 
manent monument or memorial which would be 
in some degree worthy of the occasion and of 
the man, A Committee was appointed to give 
effect tp that desire some years ago, and it was 
ultimately determined that the memorial should 
take the form of a theatre in London, the 
centre of the English-speaking world, in which 
the plays of Shakespeare would be worthily re- 
presented, and the art to which his life was 
devoted—for Shakespeare was, to the end of his 
life, in heart and soul a» actor—would be 
studied under the most favourable ccuditions. 
That- project, like many other : enterprises of 
great pith and moment, came to nothing, and 
the reason, as they all knew, was the breaking 
out of this terrible war. But something had 
been done. About eight or nine years ago some 
very eminent Shakespearean scholars took in 
hand the bringing out of a work illustrative of 
Shakespeare’s England. He (Mr. Justice 
Madden) was made aware of the work, and gave 
to the founders advice which he thought proved 
excellent; he told them it would be much better 
to get fresh writers to make use of the material 
which he had got together, and which he placed 
unreservedly at their disposal, and they did so. 
That was a great work; he thought he might 
call it 2 monumental work, and it would remain 
one of the monuments by which the tercen- 
tenary would be remembered. The theatre idea 
having failed, the great enterprise was con- 
ceived of getting out a “ Book of Homage,” 
to which all European nations contributed, ex- 
cept oue, whees, he regretted to say, there was 
little of the spirit of Shakespeare. The “ Book 
of Homage” was a permanent record of the 
world’s veneration and gratitude to Shakespeare, 
and was a remarkable volume. There were 166 
contributors of prose and verse, amongst whom 
they would find the best-known names of men 
and women in our literature, and they would 
find eminent writers, representing about 30 
countries. Ireland was not unrepresented. Dr. 
liyde had sent a contribution in the Irish 
language—he would take Dr. Hyde’s word for 
it that it was Irish. (Laughter.) A translation 
was printed, and even in that form it was an 
extremely beautiful poem. There was a really 
beautiful vision, the result of which was that 
Dr. Hyde became entirely devoted to that great 
Druid, Shakespeare. (Laughter.) Three of the 
contributions to the homage of Shakespeare had 
come from members of their Society. (Ap- 
plause.) Professor Trench sent a paper on the 
spirit in which Shakespeare should be read; Dr. 
Starkie, their Vice-President, had sent a very 
interesting and valuable paper on the wit and 
humour in Shakespeare. He (Mr. Justice 
Madden) contributed a paper on “ Shakespeare 
and Ireland.” Notwithstanding painful circum- 
stances which had arisen during and after 
April, the work of the Society had been satis- 
factory. There were four extremely interesting 
lectures in the Little Theatre, and their produc- 
tion of “Hamlet” was extremely scholarly. 
They had an excellent acting text, in which no 
more than netessary cutting was done, and for 
that they were indebted to Professor: Trench, 
who had made a complete study of that sub- 
ject. The production of “ A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream ” in Lord Iveach’s beautiful grounds was 
also creditable. There was no reason why they 
should be discouraged, and they should go for- 
ward and make the Society a greater success. 
(Applause. ’ 

Mr. W. H. Orpen, Hon. Secretary, read the 
report for the past year. 


THE AMUSEMENT TAX, 

Mr. H. O. Tisdall, Hon. Treasurer, submitted 
the financial statement, which showed a credit 
balance. There was a question whether the 
Society was liable to the amusement tax. 

Mr. Orpen read correspondence with the 
authorities regarding the matter, which showed 
that the authorities held the Society liable. 
Mr. Orpen etated that it was hardly fair that 
the Society should be held liable when the 
Gaelic Athletic Association did not pay the tax. 


PROFESSOR TRENCH. 

Profassor W. FE. Trench, in proposing that 
the reporis of the Treasurer and Secretary be 
adopied, said he thought that interest in art 
had a tendency im these serious and strenuous 
times to flag, because there was so much else 
to occupy the minds of serious people. Ta 
many the study of art during the war seemed 
almost frivolous. Against such a view their 
Society entered a protest by its existence and 
its activities. A good many people felts three 
years ago that we were living in an age of the 
world’s decadence. They had, as a matter of 
fact, found themselves living in one of those 
reat epochs in which art is born anew. He 
oreshadowed a great outburst of artistic 
activity, somewhere or everywhere, in whatever 
form it might take, and they might look out 
for a new poetry immediately after this war. 
Let them not think he was speaking of war 
poetry. After the French Revolution there was 
a great poetic outburst, not produced directly 
by political events, but closely connected with 
them. What was the connection between the 

reat wars and the poetical and artistic out- 
Furst P He had always been accustomed to put 
it this way: that the same evolutionary foree 
which produced the French Revolution produced 
a dramatic revival. In any great movement 
such as the French Revolution, or our greater 
and more terrible world war, hearts are stirred, 
and men and women awake to the realities of 
life. ‘They are uplifted, and get a new vision of 
life, and see new aspects of things; they regard 
the world from the highest standpoint, and 
they get a wider horizon. Human character 
was revealed at such a time in a way that it 
was not revealed in ordinary times. They could 
know of that in connection with actual in- 
dividual characters of their own acquaintance, 
those who had revealed a capacity for heroism 
even as they revealed a capacity for a great 
many other things. The revelation of human 
character had given them a fresh field of sur- 
prises—good and evil, love and hate, self- 
sacrifice ang devotion, envy and malice, piety 
and immorality, beauty and ugliness, brutality 
and humanity. These things had been seen by 
us, felt by us. They had come into our hearts 
and lives, and were around us, and had come 
into our experience as they never had before. 
They were the materials out of which 
poetry was made, the conditions in which 
a great artistic outburst became probable: the 
conditions of heightened emotion, of widened 
efperience, of sensitised imagination, of seething 
brain. These were the conditions in which 

try was born and in which art came to be 
resh. These were the conditions of to-day. 
There was something to make up for the fact 
thet the Gbakespeare tercentenary fell in one of 
the years of the 


eat war, and thus could not 
be celebrated h that pomp and splendour 
with which it was intended to celebrate it. 
There was this to make up for it—that our 
heightened experience was going to deepen our 
appreciation of Shakespeare. (Hear, hear.) 
There had been no such time as ours since 
Shakespeare’s time, since the days of the 
Renaissance. Our opportunities were equal to 
those of the Elizabethans. An interest in an 
art like Shakespeare's would-help to save us 
from vulgarity, and would tend to increase our 
appreciation of life. lu would enable us to get 
for ourselves and ov children the benefit of 
all that has taken place in this great epoch. 
Appiouss.)

PROFESSOR TRENCH’S LECTURE, 


“Shakespeare's Brutus in Ireland” was the 
title of a lecture delivered last sa at the 
National Literary Society, Dubhn, by Professor 
W. F, Trenek, itb.D, O'Neill, 
8.J., preside 

EE arna Trench, at the outset of his eag ie 
referred to the tercentenary celebrations, 
said that to almost all of those in in 
Shakespeare it must have seemed a calamity 
that the year in which such celebrations were 
to take p should have chanced to be one of 
the years of the great war. It was a date at 
which mental forces were paralysed by the 
world catastrophe, and all energies deflected 
from their normal activities. Not. e thro 
out the British Empire, but in Germany, was 
tercentenary celebrated. In Dublin they in- 
tended to do what they could, but the terrible 
events of Easter week caused the days 
of the tercentenary to go by unnoticed. When, 
after being storm-tossed, they recovered their 
bearings, they turned again to Shakespeare, 
and, so doing, found themselves in an & 
phére familiar to his serious readers—an at- 
mosphere characterised by a philosophic cal 
an Olympian serenity. Yet they discovere 
that Shakespeare had been through all that tur- 
moil before them. During the ten years 1591- 
1601, Shakespeare was much occupied with his- 
torical and political subjects. He was learnin 
by reflection upon life as seen on the historic 
plane, and he was reproducing, recreating his- 
torical scenes by the power of his e¢reatave im- 
agination. Shakespeare thought of war chiefly 
in respect of the manner in which it brought 
out character. In “ Julius Cxasar,” Shakespeare 
was occupied with something far more to his 
taste than the soul of the successful imperialist ; 
he discovered the soul of the felom hero, the 
revolutionary idealist, the philosophic republican, 
the poet politician. The fact that Brutus was 
to Shakespeare a hero did not mean that 
Shakespeare's political principles had changed. 
The basic principle was conservation; it was 
that settled order was society's chief interest. 
Order appeared to Shakespeare as it must have 
done to any of his contemporaries, to be best 
secured under a monarchical system. The re- 

ublican ideal, for which Brutus stood was to 

»0 heard of no more when he died, and the 
triumph of imperialism was complete; the cause 
of progress, which to his mind depended upon 
the destruction at any cost of imperialism, de- 
pending really upon the firm establishment of 
Cxsar on the throne. What should we admire 
this criminal character for? For anything he 
accomplished? Wo. srutus never did a bit 
of constructive work. He murdered an intimate 
friend, he plunged his country into civil war, 
making sch a muddle of things by his incom- 
petent leadership that seventy senators suffered 
death by proscription. Such was the irony of 
the tragic life and death of this political 
philosopher, this leader of a lost cause. These 
were the men who figured in times of re- 
volution. They created political terror. Lives 
of men to them were accidents. Ideas and 
principles were what were worth living for and 
dying for. Such men were to be found in the 
French Revolution. They were also to be found 
in Irish history. But, besides being criminals, 
they could be heroes, too. Brutus, who acted 
so badly, and who accomplished nothing but 
disaster for himself and his friends, was never- 
theless to be loved and admired. Not for what 
he did, but for what, in the doing, he proved 
himself to be. He was not only a self-opinionated 
theorist, misled, and misleading others. Still 
less was he only a murderer and a traitor; he 
was also a pure-souled patriot, acting without 
a thought of self-advancement for what he mis- 
takenly supposed to be the cause of his country, 
sacrificing not only others, but hirhself also, 
upon the altar. That was why he was to be 
admired. Whatever he did, Brutus was a good 
man. Not only was he always thought of as 
the noble Brutus by the other conspirators, mal- 
contents, and mischief-makers, who were con- 
scious of how great value to their cause it was 
to have as leader a man so much respected; 
but what was much more remarkable, the vic- 
torious general on the imperialist side, when 
Brutus was vanquished and dead, referred to 
him not as a criminal against society, but as a 
man of the highest moral character, with no 
thought before him but that of the common 
good. Brutus represented a type that recurred 
in critical times—the ardent theorist, the man 
of ideas endeavouring to lead the men of action, 
the criminal who was a hero, the man whose 
deeds were to be condemned and his motives 
admired, the idealist, the visionary, taking his 
place among the traitors, one to mourned 
over and to be loved. (Applause.) 

A vote of thanks, proposed by Mr. 8. A. O.

BREACHES OF PETROL 
REGULATIONS,

The Petrol Committee issues the following :-— 

It has come to the knowledge of the Petrol 
Control Committee that moter spirit licensed 
for consumption in commereial vehicles (free of 
duty) is in some cases being used in private cars 
(full duty), and also that motor spirit is being 
supplied by retailers without corresponding 
entry on licence, in both cases defrauding 
the Exchequer of the gallonage tax of 6d. where 
due, and in the latter case ignoring the restric- 
tion placed on the supply of petrol. These 
practices are in direct contravention of Section 
16 of the Finance Act, 1916, and render both 
the retailer and purchaser of motor spirit liable 
to an Excise penalty of over £100. The Com- 
mittee give notice that proceedings will be 
taken against such offenders, who will be 
rigorously prosecuted.

War Prospects. 


After the Kaiser’s outburst of “holy 
wrath” and the organised execration of 
the German Press, the “ peace” interlude 
may probably be regarded, for the 
moment, as at an end. The enemy’s 
movement towards peace will be renewed 
more or less quickly and desperately in 
proportion as the Allies’ efforts at alter- 
ing the “war map ” succeed or fail; and 
it is noticeable that here and there the 
inspired ravings of their Press betray a 
keen anxiety as to the means by which 
we propose to resume the task of victory. 
Both the German Press and the French, 
which discusses the future with a freedom 
unknown in these countries, recognise that 
it is on the western front—with which, 
since the Rome conference, the Italian 
front is associated in importance—that 
the great decision must, and will, be 
sought. There is nowhere, on the eve of 
the active campaign of 1917, any disposi- 
tion to look elsewhere than the western 
front for the decisive theatre. Whatever 
division of opinion between the western 
the eastern schools of Allied 
strategists may have existed before, there 
is none now. ‘The hard facts of the 
military situation as it exists to-day, and 
the lessons learned from the causes which 


have produced those facts, combine to 


emphasise the prime importance of the 
western front. We can appreciate more 
clearly now than we did last summer the 
limitations which are imposed inevitably 
apon tae action of Russia. We have seen

But Russia’s essential dis- 
abilities will remain. Non-industrialised 
and isolated from the world, she cannot 
engage on equal terms with the highly 
organised Central Empires in a war of 
machinery. Though she may be able to 
strike as shrewd blows as General 
Brussiloff struck last year, there can be 
no assurance that at the crucial moment 
her munitions supply may not again prove 
inadequate to drive the blow home. 
Russia’s reverses in Rumania have re- 
acted most unfavourably upon the pros- 
pects of the Salonika Army's operations, 
and those operations are not in 1917 the 
“short cut to victory’’ that they might 
have been in 1916. Such concerted action 
between General Sarrail’s forces and the 
Russo-Rumanian forces as would promise 
immediate results is now out of the ques- 
tion. The whole length of the Balkan 


Peninsula separates the two forces; and 


General Sarrail’s Army is confronted with 
one of the most formidable mountain 
barriers in Europe, defended by a hostile 
Army whose strength, in the upshot of 
the Rumanian campaign, has not been 
seriously depleted. It is probable that 
the strength of the Salonika Army was 
never adequate to the task which it was 
set to execute. It is certain that, in the 
new circumstances created by the Russo- 
Rumanian retreat, it could not even con- 
template the huge task of retrieving the 
situation in the Balkans unless it were 
Such 
a reinforcement, even if it were possible 
without an undue diversion of strength 
from the western front, would involve the 
locking-up in the service of the Army of 
an enormous block of tonnage. Nothing, 
however, 1s more certain than that in the 
later stages of the war the question of 
the strain upon transport services will 
be one of the first considerations which

the Allied General Staffs will have to bear | 


in mind in undertaking operations, Every 
road of inquiry, in short, leads to the 
conclusion that the Allies’ main effort can 
be made nowhere else than upon the 
western front, where are to be found the 
chief forces of the enemy. A more 
economical use of tonnage, a greater sim- 
of transnvort problems, can be 
secured on that front than on any other. 
On that front alone are the Allies assured 
of a great and growing superiority in 
munitions. On that front, accordingly, 
the German Press and the Allied Press 
agree in anticipating in this years cam- 
paign the decisive shock of the war. ‘The 
Kaiser and his auxiliaries, to the accom- 
paniment of a feverish chorus of. their 
Press, are exchanging telegrams on their 
intention and ability to “‘enforce’’ the 
“peace” which the Allies have had the 
insolence to reject. It is somewhat 
curious, in these circumstances, to. find 
that, according to Herr von Wiegand, the 
German plan of victory resolyes itself into 
the simple formula of, “ Hold the west 
front.” 3 
The same authority informs us that 
‘every bone and sinew are being strained 
for preparations on a scale never before 
approached.”” A “subterranean wall” 


has been ccnstructed along the whole} 


front, and the new lines in the west are 
so far apart that the heaviest guns cannot 
reach them, while the barbed wire en- 
tanglements are in places four hundred 
feet deep. We cannot fathom the reason 
for which Herr Wiegand treats his Ameéxi- 
can readers to this kind of information. 
He can scarcely believe that mere 
exaggeration of the difficulties which con- 
front the Allies in undertaking a re- 
newed offensive in the west will deter 
them from undertaking it. Doubtless, the 
difficulties are great; but we find it hard 
to be convinced that they will be greater 
this year than those which were success- 
fully overcome last. year. The German 
defences constructed during the few 
winter months since the offensive was in- 


‘terrupted cannot in the nature of things 


be so formidable as those constructed 
during their two years of undisturbed 
occupation of the positions from which 
they were ejected last summer and 
autumn. It is possible, indeed, that the 
enemy, profiting by the experience of last 
year, have modified the character of their 
defensive system in an endeavour to meet 
the new methods of the Allies; but, on 
the other hand, we cannot suppose that 
the science and inventive genius of the 
Allies have been idle-during the winter. 
Most important of all, there is no evi- 
dence that the moral of the enemy has 
recovered from tlie shock which it sus- 
tained last year, and the aggressive tactics 
at present pursued on the British front 
are not calculated to assist its recovery. 
We may have every confidence that deci- 
sive victory in the west is to be won, if 
wo are prepared to pay the price—in men, 
in material, and, not least, in money. It 
is the business of the Government to make 
adequate provision in the first two 
respects. We may leave that provision 
to the Government, and play our own 
part in securing victory in 1917 by pro- 
viding the money through the medium of 
the new War Loan. 


Czechs and Slovaks. 


Among their objects in the war the Allies 
include the liberation from alien domina- 
tion of the Czechs and Slovaks—in the 
French text, the Tcheco-Slovaques. The 
two peoples are so closely gllied as virtu- 
ally to constitute a single nation. They 
inhabit Bohemia and the neighbouring pro- 
vinces, Moravia and Slovakia. Their im- 
portance among {the racial groups of 
Austria is one of the chief causes of the 
Emperor’s difficulty in forming a new and 
stable Ministry. The first duty of the 
Austrian Government to-day is to execute a 
programme of autonomy in Galicia, in 
accordance with the recent Imperial re- 
script. The creation of a new Southern 
Slav autonomy also has been mooted. The 
effect of these measures would be to leave 
the Czechs with even less power of resist- 
ance to German encroachments than they 
have had hitherto. The position is illus- 
trated te some extent by the basis of repre- 
sentation in the Austrian Parliament. Of 
the five hundred and sixteen deputies 
elected to Parliament Ozech representa- 
tives numbered one hundred and seven, 
and Germans two hundred and thirty- 
three. According to population, the repre- 
sentation of the German element should 
be only one hundred and sixty, but that 
is beside the immediate point. Among 
the remaining one hundred and seventy-six 
deputies, the Czech group could find, ordi- 
narily, some supporters who would help to 
oppose a considerable weight of opinion 
against any scandalous encroachment of 


the German element on the rights of the. 


subject races. The effect of the new

outline, instead of being merely ene factor 
in the general clash of racial elements, it 
exposes the hopelessness of mere tinkering 
at the constitution of Austria. It is this 
that dismays one statesman after another 
among those whom the Emperor has asked, 
since his accession, to form a Government, 
In Vienna it is believed that Count Clam 
Martinitz, who did get so far as to form a 
Cabinet, is on the point of resigning out 
of despair of a solution of all the difficul- 
ties which follow from the policy dictated 
by Germany. Count Clam Martinitz is 
himself a member of the feudal aristocracy 
of Bohemia, and, though not on that 
account to be credited with Czech sym- 
pathies, he knows what the Czech problem 
is The course of events during the war 
has not tended to reduce the problem or to 
reconcile the Czechs to their place in the 
Austrian medley. In Bohemia the condi- 
tions have been little short of a reign of 
terror. The refusal by the Czech parties 
to issue loyal declarations in favour of the 
House of Hapsburg at the beginning of the 


oppression. The response of the parties to 
this policy has been the common sinking of 
minor differences and the uniting of all 
Czech political groups in the single cause 
of the race. The prospect with which 
they are now faced is that, unless they are 
liberated from the Austrian yoke, they 
will be crushed between the dominant Ger- 
man element in Austria, on the one side, 
and, on the other side, Germany itself—a 
Germany which aims at a complete Ger- 
man ascendancy over the whole of Central 
Europe.

Private O’ Hara. 


During the present war all of us have 
pursued the practice of assigning nation- 
ality to names. Irishmen, Englishmen, 
and Scotsmen are anxious to claim credit 
for the brave deeds of their fellow-country- 
men, and their very natural desire has 
evolved a simple and satisfactory formula. 
It works out as follows in the case of 
Ireland—mutatis mutandis, its application 
is identical in England and Scotland. Ifa 
soldier who has won fame belongs to an 
Irish regiment, then, whatever his name 
may be, we claim him as an Irishman. 
If he belongs to an English or Scottish 
regiment. but has an Irish name, we 
defy the world to say that his virtue has 
not had its roots in our green island. The

thumb. Most men with Irish names can 
claim an Trish ancestry, however remote ; 
and, perhaps, we may assume that a man 
who joins voluntarily an Irish regiment— 
be his name Appleyard or Scroggs—wants 
to be an Irishman, and, therefore, may be 
regarded, “‘for all practical purposes,” as 
an Irishman. Nevertheless, the rule that 
men with Irish names are Irishmen has its 
exceptions, and cautious persons will 
always bear that possibility in mind. For 
instance, Private Harry O'Hara, of the 
Middlesex Regiment, is a very gallant 
soldier. He lies to-day at the Edmonton 
Military Hospital, with more than seventy 
wounds on his body. He is about to be 
received by the King, who will give him 
the Military Medal. He was a journalist 
before he joined the Army. O'Hara, 
gallantry, journalism—surély these are all 
hall-marks of descent from .some gay 
Irish adventurer who followed the Wild 
Geese and helped to clear the streets of 
Cremona in his shirt? On the contrary, 
Private Harry O'Hara is not merely not 
an Irishman ; he is not even a Briton; he 
is, in fact, a Japanese. His journalism 
was practised in Tokio, and he got into the 
British Army via the Sikhs. No- doubt, 
when he is at home his name is Ohara. 
The “ Harry” he may have picked up in 
India, and genial Irish comrades in the 
Middlesex Regiment may have insisted on 
the insertion of the apostrophe after the 
“OQ.” They may have argued that, though 
Private Harry O'Hara is not an Irishman, 
he ought to be one. It is certain that, if 
he ever comes to Ireland, the clan will 
give him a hearty welcome. His case 
shows, however, that the most plausible 
deductions from names may be fallible. 
It is more than probable that Private 
David Ross Lauder, of the Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, who has just won the Victoria 
Cross by an act of glorious courage, is a 
Scot; but no wise reader would dare to 
take oath upon it,

He did not for a 
moment doubt my word, but must refuse me 
a sitting unless 1 could get a reference from 
some well-known psychic friend of theirs. 

This seémed to put a finish te my quest, 
especially as the next day was Sunday, on 
which day, he told me, Mrs. —~ would never 
work; but I was not to be baffled. Exactly 
how I finally got my séance I do not propose 
to describe in detail. Sufficient be it to say 
that I was lucky enough to mest a friend, 
who, although not a member of their circle, 
was well known to them. 

I called at the good lady’s house at about 
10 p.m, As I came along I caught sight of 
her face, peering out from a window in the 
dark room, but when she saw me the blind 
was suddenly pulled down, and the face dis- 
appeared. 

After much’ ringing a very nervous 
servant girl appeared. I noticed that the 
door of the room where Mrs. —— was sitting 
was ajar, so carried on my conversation in 
& clear tone, which would easily reach the 
lady’s ears. To my touching inquiries after 
the lady’s health, my anxiety to see her 
husband, and to various little hints which I 
dropped in the course of my conversation, 
the interview of the next day was largely 
due; but for the time being the most I could 
get was an invitation to call again next 
day at 1 pm. , 

Punctually at the time I called with my 
friend, and the two of us were well received. 
My friend’s knowledge of psychical formula 
soon luiled their suspicions to rest. Mrs. — 
explained that she had been unwell all the pre- 
vious night, and had been confined to her room, 
but her scruples as to giving performances on 
Sunday had apparently vanished, for she did 
not raise the point. The séance was obtained. 

Mrs. ——, as her husband was careful to 
explain, is one of the rarest kind of 
mediums in the world—a trumpet medium. 
To her the spirits speak through trumpets, 
and these trumpets will sometimes move 
about the room and touch people. In fact, 
he assured me, in confidence, there was pro- 
bably no woman in the world whose powers 
were equal to those of his wife. Her séances 
were always givep in the dark. I asked why, 
and he gave a Priest convincing explanation. 
Just as a photographic plate would only 
develop in the dark, so it needed darkness to 
develop spirits. the whole thing was quite 
simple to him. Personally, I should advise 
him to study the chemistry of photography. 

The four of us then went to another room— 
a small room with closed shutters and a gas 
jet burning. Here we sat in a small circle

Thirdly, a musical 
box was kept playing for most of the time, 
ostensibly featuae the spirite like music.

Kverything being now ready, a little water 
was poured through the trumpet (“for there 
ia nothing so magnetic as water ”), and, with 
many last injunctions as to decorum in the 
presence of the spirit world, the light was 
turned out, and the performance began. I 
shall describe it in my next article.

THE LABOUR MARKET AND 
FOOD PRICES. 


The Board of Trade Labour Gazette, reporting 
on the labour market and the course of retail 
prices of food, says:—In December there was, 
on the whole, no falling off from the high level 
of employment which has been maintained for 
many months in most of the EA 8 trades, 
and especially im those supplying the require- 
ments of the forces. The demand for labour in 
1916 was unprecedented. Dilution was carried 
out to a much greater extent than had hitherto 
been attempted, and there was a notable ex- 
tension in the employment of women and girls. 
In spite of all expedients, however, the demand 
for labour far exceeded the supply, and there 
ia now urgent need for a further development 
of the concentration of available supplies of 
labour en work of netional importance. The 
upward movement of wages, which was such 4 
notable feature of 1915, was no less marked in 
1916. Up to the end of December nearly six 
million work people had received some advance, 
the average weekly increase being about 6s. per 
head, and in some war industries 105, to 12s. 

r week. On the other hand, there was a con- 
siderable increase in prices. Retail prices on 
lst January last were 87 per cent. ‘above pre- 
war prices, and the advance durin 1916 
amounted to 42 per cent. The average increase 
since July, 1914, in working class family ex- 
penditure is estimated at about 60 per cent., 
as compared with 30 per cent. for 1915. Retail 
food prices rose by about 2 per cent. in Decem- 
ber. Prices in Berlin in November increased 
by .7 per cent., and were nearly 111 per cent, 
above pro-war prices.

THE MILITARY OUTLOOK. 

The comparative lull in most of the main war 
areas, says 7 Ae 7'imes, is primarily imposed by 
adverse weather conditions, but they have not 
everywhere s' meed to prevent extremely active 
hostilities. There has recently been much fight- 
ing of the fiercer and more cramatic kind on 
the Rumanian and the Riga fronts, and in 
neither of these regions can the weather be said 
to have been propitious. The troops now sternly 
fighting in the Oituz and Gyimes Passes must 
be undergoing great hardships, while in the 
Moldavian plain and the Danubian marshes 
ghill fogs are an additional check to military 
movements. The larger purpose of the German 
sommanders in Moldavia must remain a matter 
of speculation, but we must always remember 
that for every mile the enemy march into Mol- 
davia they give more hostages to fortune. Every 
man, every gun, every shell that they use may 
goon be needed in the West. Marshal von Hin- 
denburg may succeed in sending Falkenhayn's 
army to the Pruth, but he will never succeed in 
rolling up the Russian left, because he has not 
sufficient strength at his disposal. There are 
elements of weakness in the Austro-German in- 
yasion of Moldavia which are already becoming 
visible, and a quick and powerful counter- 
offensive before the enemy have time to dig 
themselves in may still transform the Rumanian 
sampaign. 


CONDITIONS IN GERMANY. 

A neutral who left Germany at the end of 
fast month describes his experience in The 
Times to-day:—I lost 15lb. in weight in a 
month. All the time that I was ip Germany I 
saw no butter. The saccharine used instead of 
gugar affects the gums and causes diarrhea, .as 
does also the artificial coffee, which is horrible 
to drink. People are living mainly on potatoes 
and fish. The latter comes from Holland and 
Sweden. A very small fish costs ls. 9d.; goose 
js &s. 6d. per lb. The only thing fit to eat is 
chocolate. Everyone is showing the characteris- 
tic signs of jaundice, with a yellowish tinge in 
the skin and the whites of the eyes. Money 
will not buy food; the millionaire is as badly 
of in that respect as the poor man. A very 
strong anti-Prussian and anti-Berlin feeling is

GALAT7, UNDER FIRE. 

That the Rumanians are making determined 
efforts to hold the remnants of their 
country which still remain to them is 
apparent from the official Petrograd 
réports of the last few days. To-day 
again it is recorded that, after fierce 
bayonet fighting, they threw the enemy 
back from certain heights east of 
Monasterku . 

At other points enemy attacks were repulsed, 
and at one point our Allies withdrew 
slightly. 

The Bulgarian report states that Galatz is now 
under fire of their guns. Valeni, the cap- 
ture of which by the enemy was 
announced yesterday, is alleged to be the 
last position south of the Sereth remain- 
ing in Russian hands. 


Russian Official—The Rumanians attacked 
the enemy on the heights seven versts south- 
east of Monestirka and Kachinul, and after 
violent bayonet fighting the enemy was thrown 
back*one verst towards the south. Other enemy 
detachments which assumed the offensive in this 
region were, with the assistance of Russian 
troops, repulsed, and pressed back two versts 
to the south. 

Ten versts south-west of Kachinul the enemy 
took the offensive, and our advance guards were 
withdrawn slightly northwards. 

Several enemy attacks in the region of Kachi- 
nul, twelve miles north-east of Focsani, were 
repulsed with great losses to the enemy. 

German Official.—Front of Archduke Joseph— 
North of the Susita valley our newly-won posi- 
tions were attacked by strong Russo-Rumanian 
forces. The enemy was evérywhere beaten 

ack. 

Army Groups of von Mackensen.—Between 
the Buzal and the mouth of the Sereth, despite 
unfavourable weather, Vadeni, which was the 
last place south .of the Sereth still held by the 
Russians, was stormed. 

Bulgarian Official.—On the Lower Danube, be- 
tween Galatz and Isacea, there was occasional 
artillery fire on both sides. From our bank we 
bombarded military establishments at Galatz, 
and the station and railway bridges near the 
town. Fire broke out in the railway station. 

Austrian Official.—Ottoman troops yesterday 
afternoon stormed the ‘village of Vadeni, the 
last place which was in the hands of the enemy 
south of the Sereth. On the southern wing of 
the front of Archduke Joseph, the Russians and 
during the last days, have 
launched strong attacks against the positions 
which we captured north of the Sirchitza valley. 
The enemy was everywhere repulsed. Further 
to the north there is nothing new to report. 


STAND ON THE SERETH., 
THE TSAR’S PREDICTION.

The Matin publishes an article by Admiral 

Fournier on the impressions he gathered from 
his visits to the Rumanian and Russian General 
Staffs when he was a witness of recent events 
on the Russian and Rumanian fronts, and had 
conversations with men in high authority be- 
longing to the two Staffs. 

Admiral Fournier refers to the mistake com- 

mitted by the Rumanian Army in assuming 
their offensive in Transylvania, which took the 
Russian Army by surprise, and compelled it to 
suspend General Brussiloff’s advance, while the 
Bulgarians, profiting by the uncertainty cleverly 
maintained ag to their intentions, invaded the 
Dobrudja,. and thus brought about the evacua- 
tion of Bukharest. He expresses the hope that 
the progress of the invaders will be stemmed on 
the Sereth, where the Russians have established 
their front. 


Admiral Fournier states that the Tsar told 


him that in the course of a few weeks the mili- 
tary situation in the Balkans would assume a 
different aspect. Admiral Fournier adds :—One 
may expect to see the enemy mastered and his 
progress stopped by cold and exhaustion, while 
his increasingly heavy losses will paralyse his 
efforts in the neighbourhood of Salonika, where 
he will be made to pay more and more dearly 
by a constant drain. on his resources. His 
successful incursion in the Balkans will break 
down against the Russian effectives, which are 
constantly being reinforced. When the German

14 shall not be lawful for any person, in any 
newspaper, periodical, circuiar, or other printed 
publication, or in any public speech, to publish any 
report of, or to purport to describe or -refer to 
proceedings at, any meeting of the Cabinet, or, 
without jawful authority, to publish the contents 
of any confidential document wselonging to, or any 
confidential information obtained from, any 
Goverument Department or auy person in the 
service of His Majesty. a 

Mr. James Brady, solicitor, acting for Mr. 
Ryan, wrote some days ago to General Sir 
Bryan Mahon asking to be informed on what 
charge his client was detained in custody, and 
what were the intentions of the military 
authorities with regard to his trial, if any. 
Mr, Brady received a reply from Mr. H.-A, 
Wynne, Chief Crown Solicitor, dated 13th inst., 
saying :'— 

I have to inform you that the charge against 
him (Mr. James Ryan) will be for contravening 
Regulation No. 53 of the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations by failing to comply with the Order 
of the competent military authorities served on 
him requiring him to furnish the information 
specified in the order. 

Regulation 53, referred to in the foregoing 
letter, reads as follows :— 

It shall be the duty of any person, if so re 
quired by an officer, or by a soldier or gsijor 
engaged on sentry, patrol, or other similar duty 
or by a police constable, lo stop-and answer io 
the best of his ability and knowledge any questions 
which may be reasonably addressed to him, aud if 
he refuses or fails to do so, he shall be guilty of 
an offence against these regulations, 

The competent naval or military authority may 
by order require any person or persons of any class 
or description to furnish him either verbally or in 
writing with such information as may be specified 
in the order, and the order may require any person 
to attend at such time and such place as ma 
specified in the order for the purpose of furnis 
sich information, and if any person fails to 
with the order he shall bo guilty of an 
against these regulations.

The War Office announces that Lieutenant- 
General J. C. Smuts is to represent the Union 
of South Africa Government at the Empire War 
Council. -The official statement 15 as follows :— 

The Union Government have now had an op- 
portunity of considering the invitation heres ye 
Majesty's Government to the Prime Minister o 
the Union to attend or to be represented at the 
speciat War Council of the Empire to be held in 
London at an early date. The Union _Govern- 
ment are of opinion that the necessity for oe 
ing with the various urgent matters of pu “ 
importance requiring attention during the forth- 
coming session of Parliament constitute an in- 
superalble difficulty in the way of the Prime 
Minister leaving the Union at the present time. 
They accordingly approached the Imperial  Go- 
vernmernt with a view to the release, if possible, 
of Lieutenant-General J. C. Smuts from his 
military command in East Africa, so as to en- 
able® him to ettend the Conference, and the 
Secretary of Btate for War has now instructed 
General Smuts to hand over the command of 
the British Expeditionary Force in East Africa 
as soon as the military situation admits. 

It is realised that the larger issues at stake 
and the value of General Smuts’s presence at 
the Conference are considerations which make 
it essential that®he should comply with the 
wishes of the Union Government if circum- 
stances make such compliance possible, rhe 
military situation in East Africa 1s, fortunately, 
such as to make a change of command «nd some 
re-organisation comparatively simple, and, in- 
deed, the steps that are now contemplated in 
consequence of the sudden demand tor General 
Smuts’s services elsewhere are those which 
would have been taken in any case very shortly. 

In February, 1916, when General Smuts as- 
sumed the command, the whole of German East 
Africa arid some portion of British territory was 
in the enemy possession. At the present time, 
eleven months later, nothing of German East 
Africa remains to the enemy except a compara- 
tively small and unimportant area to the south 
and south-east, where his retiring forces are col- 
lecting.

Meanwhile General Beves, whose 
movements were kept a profound secret, had 
made a wide flanking movement to the west 
through Kirengwe, thence south by east to 
Miogero, appearing dramatically on the right 
bank of the Rufiji, and marching from the 
point of crossing, just below its confluences 
with the Ruaha to Mkalineo. He then pro- 
coeded to a post north of Mkalinso, where he 
routed the enemy, finding six dead, and cap- 
turing two wounded Europeans. 


The performance of General Sheppard’s

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A BIRTHDAY PARTY.

lt has been decided in Germany that on the 
the Kaiser’s birthday the three 
rulers, or their representatives, shall 
come to Berlin and attend the celebrations 
with a view to the issue of a manifesto to the 
civilised world, thrusting the responsibility for 
the war on to the shoulders of the Entente 
nations. 

The Austrian and Bulgarian Sovereigns will 
visit Berlin in person, but the Sultan of Turkey, 
owing to his age, will send the Heir-Apparent 
to represent him. 

The Cologne Volkszeitung, commenting on 
the Kaiser's appeal to the German people, 
says:—The Allies’ peace terms are terms of 
plunder. They really amount to a fresh de- 
claration of war. We are summoned to a fresh 
fight for our freedom. Let us show the world 
that we are worthy of our fathers, 

According to the Essen papers, at a meeting 
in that town of the Roman Catholic Centre 
party it was decided to forbid peace talk in 
Germany until peace had been won by the 
annihilation of the enemy. 

One member of the Reichstag, whose name is 
not recorded, but who said he had just re- 
turned from the trenches, stated that the 
Entente’s rejection of the German peace offer 
had developed feelings equal to the iron de- 
termination of all their soldiers, who, with 
victory in sight, were resolved to redouble their 
efforts. 
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FURTHER PROGRESS 
AT KUT. 
ENEMY BOATS SUNK ON 
TIGRIS. 


Tho Secretary of the War Office announces :~- 

Bince the communtqué issued to the Press on 
January llth operations on the Tigris front 
have been much hampered by the water-logged 
state of the country. On the llth inst. our 
cavalry occupied Hai, a town on the Shatt-al- 
Hai, capturing Turkish rifles and ammunition 
and some Turkish supplies. 

On the same day four enemy boate, one of 
which contaimed troops, were sunk by our 
artillery: fire in the Tigris. During the 1lth- 
12th and 13th our troops made further pro- 
greg on the right bank of the Tigris, east and 
west of Kut. Two trench mortars and two 
machine guns, with a number of rifles and 
bombs, fell into our hands. ' 

With the exception of a small strip of ground 
in the bend of this river, north-east of Kut-el- 
Amara, in which the oe are still holding 
out, the whole of the right bank of the Tigris 
east of the Shatt-al-Hai is now clear of hostile 
troops. ) 


NO CHANGE AT

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AWAITING ALLIES’ REPLY. 


Reuter’s Agency was informed on inquiry last 
evening that there is no development in the 
Greek situation.

WILSON’S NOTE. 
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REMARKABLE 
CHARGES. 


MR. LAWSON’S ALLEGA- 
TIONS. 
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GERMAN EMBASSY INVOLVED. 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
WASHINGTON, Mownpar. 

The House of Representatives to-dayppassed 
resolutions increasing the powers of the Rules 
Committee when making investigations. One 
resolution is believed to be designed to compel 
Mr, Lawson, one of the principal witnesses in 
the inquiry into the alleged leakage of news of 
the United States Peace Note to disclose the 
names of all persons implicated. 

Mr. Lawson having telegraphed saying that 
it was impossible for him to reach Washington 
till 2 o’clock this afternoon, the hearing was 
therefore postponed until after that hour. . 

A later telegram says—The Rules Committee 
met in secret session this morning, and later 
there was a sensation when Mr. Lawson ap- 
peared to give evidence. He stated that Mr. 
Henry, Chairman of the Rules Committee, who 
is conducting the inquiry, was the member of 
Congress who had told him that a Cabinet 
Minister, a member of Congress, and a banker 
were said to have profited on the Stock market 
through the leakage. Mr. Lawson said that 
the banker who told him that he knew another 
banker who dominated a Cabinet Minister was 
Mr. Archibald 8. White, of Boston. Mr. Lawson 
further declared that Mrs. Ruth Tomlinson 
Visconti told him that a correspondent of a 
Washington newspaper had a part in the leak 
between the President’s Private Secretary, Mr. 
Tumultv, and others. Mr. Lawson named Mr. 
McAdoo as a Cabinet Minister who, he said, had 
a part in the alleged leak. 

As cognisent of the leakage Mr. Lawson also 
mentioned the names of Mr. Malcolm McAdoo, 
the Secretary’s brother; Mr. Pliny Fiske, of 
Harvey, Fiske, and Sons; C. D. Barney and 
Company, and Stewart G. Gibboney, all of 
New. York. He said that the public man who 
knew the leakage in machinery was Paul N. 
Warburg, of the Federal Reserve Board. When 
Mr. Lawson incidentally mentioned the name 
of Mr. Lansing, Mr. Henry charged him with 
“dragging in that name. Mr. Lawson in- 
dignantly replied:—I have held the names of 
Mr. Lansing and the German Ambassador out 
of this. Mr. Lawson then testified that Mr. 
Henry had told him that information had come 
to the Rules.Committee that the German Am- 
bassador had profited to the extent of over two 
million dollars, but he did not think it was true. 

MR. HENRY’S EVIDENCE, 

Mr. Henry afterwards took the witness 
stand, but denied that he had mentioned Mr. 
McAdoo’s name to Mr. Lawson. Not during 
our whole three hours’ conversation, he added, 
did I mention the name of any Cabinet officer. 
Mr. Henry also denied that ho had told Mr. 
Lawson the name of a member of Congress, 
or of a banker, as being involved in the leakage. 

When Mr. Lawson shook his head at this, 
Mr. Henry added:—I have no fear of my re- 
putation in the House or the country. What 
this gentleman says here to-day does not even 
disturb me. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Henry declared 
that he had never mentioned any names to 
Mr. Lawson, and also that Mr. Lawson had 
mentioned none. The first time I ever heard 
an official’s name in this connection was when 
Mr. Tumulty told me at the White House that 
he had heard his name mentioned. 

Re-examined, and asked by the Chairman 
(Mr. Henry) what he meant at a re- 
| cent hearing, when he _ said he could 
i give the name of the. go-between who 
| received a large sum, Mr. Lawson said he 
referred to a name given to him by Mrs. 
Viscounti—namely, that of Mr. Tumulty. Mr. 
Lawson declared that Mr. Henry had asked him 
late in December to say nothing of the leakage 
on patriotic grounds. 

After Mr. Henry’s testimony, Mr. Lawson 
rose and dramatically asserted that every word 
| which he (Mr. Lawson) had uttered was truth. 


He added that after his talk with Mr. Henry. 
‘he laid mformation before three well-known 


editors, and asked that these might be called to 
confirm him. Mr. Lawson was almost in tears 
| as be insisted on the truth of his testimony. 


SOME OF THE QUESTIONS.

It has been rumoured for some time past that 
this unnamed functionary, with other suspected 
propagandists and their Wall street emissaries, 
has been making enormous profits, not only 
recently, during various phases of the peace 
movement, but also at the time of the Lusitania 
negotiations, by ambassadorial utterances and 
despatches, or alleged despatches from a certain 
Foreign Office. These violent fluctuations of 
the market have not only affected Wall street 
securities, but also the cotton and grain 
markets. To prevent foreign complications it 
seems to be the order of the day that every 
effort should be made to shield the parties who 
are supposed to be responsible for the losses of 
American investors and speculators all over the 
country, aggregating hundreds of millions of 
dollars. Since the time of the first submarine 
atrocity, long before President Wilson’s Nate to 
the belligerents, there have been rumours of 
stock jobbing scandals, and the use of inside 
information, in which the name of a prominent 
member of the Diplomatic Corps in question 
was freely mentioned. Members of the Rules 
Committee, fearing that Mr. Lawson might in- 
troduce the name of this person, are taking 
every precaution not to permit this particular 
phase of the leakage being made public. When 
appearing for examination, Mr. Lawson will, 
accordingly, receive a carefully drawn-up and 
typewritten list of guarded questions, which 
have been drafted for his replies. These, in 
substance, are as follows :— 

First—-Who is the Congressman that told you 
he heard a Cabinet officer, a banker, and a 
member of Congress were engaged in a Stock 
Market partnership, and had _ profited by 
leakage ? 

Second—What are the names of the Cabinet 
officer, the member of Congress, and the 
banker ? 

Third—If he is a citizen of _ this 
country, who is the hich official whose name 
you formerly testified might be brought into 
the case if the name of the Cabinet officer 
were mentioned P 

It may easily be understood that the leakage 
inquiry now in progress has from the start pos- 
sessed international and dynamic possibilities. 
Tens of thousands of Americans, either im- 
poverished or with depleted banking accounts, 
could easily become aroused to demand proper 
action, if convinced that they have actually 
been made to supply funds for plots and con- 
spiracies which have caused so many disasters, 
involving loss of life and property, throughout 
the United ,States since the beginning of the 
war. 


MACEDONIA. 
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ACTIVITY ON THE BRITISH 
FRONT. 


British Official—On January 14th our troops 
on the Struma front accounted for several 
Turks, three of whom were captured in a euc- 
cessful patrol action. Enemy positions in the 
neighbourhood of Neohori were bombarded, In 
co-operation with the Royal Navy, a hostile 
aeroplane was brought down by the Royal 
Flying Corps near Lahana, the German pilot 
and observer being taken prisoners. The 
machine was undamaged. This is the fourth 
aeroplane brought down in the last three weeka 
on the Doiran front Our raiding parties 
entered the village of Akindzali, and inflicted 
casualties on an enemy detachment. 

French Official.—Bad weather has caused 
numerous, floods, Heavy snowstorms are re- 
ported in the region of the Prespa Lake. The 
enemy displayed a certain amount of activity 
in the front held by the Italians, where an 
attack was repulsed and some prisoners cap- 
tured. A violent bombardment on the Vardar, 
and in the region of Ratiz, was overcome b 
the violent reply of our artillery, An ammuni- 
tion depót was destroyed at Urea, to the north 
of Ormatus. There were some engagements to 
the south of Okrida Lake. There was an 
engagement at Veliterna, where one of our 


Indo-Chinese detachments was in action. 
Another detachment made light progress 
beyond Sveti. 

Bulgarian Official.-Only near Lake Doiran 
waa thero more lively enemy artillery activity, 
The enemy attacked south of the village of 
Stoiakovo, but was repulsed by our fire. In 
other sectors of the front there was weak 
artillery fire.

THE GEBMAN PEACE 


' TRICK. 


The New York correspondent of the Daily 
Tclegraph says:—All the notions fostered and 
promoted here by German agencies, to the effect 
that the Allies are simply clamouring for peace, 
and to that end would welcome any effort to 
summon delegates of the belligerents to a 
rounti-table conference have now completely dis- 
appeared. This result, was accomplished by the 
publication of the Entente reply to President 
Wilson, and the discussion in the Press which 
has since taken place. Strange as it may seem 
to you, many Americans have learned for the 
first time that the Entente nations are fighting 
as one against Prussianism, and are determined 
to continue until victory is won. Wireless mes- 
sages from Berlin, and semi-official statements 
by the German diplomats here had been telling 
the people that the Enfente nations were tired 
of the combat, and would welcome a lead from 
Mr. Wilson in any movement towards peace. 
You may imagme, therefore, that Count 
Bernstorff to-day is ill at ease, and the German- 
printed papers here are asking why they have 
been fooled by their own Teuton leaders. 


THE REAL GERMAN MIND 
! AND PEACE. 


The Times New York Correspondent tele- 
graphs:—A peep into the real German mind 
over the present status of Germany’s peace 
drive is afforded by William Bayard Hale; who, 
in a brief despatch to The American from 
Berlin, dated January 14th, makes the admis- 


sion that Germany will be crushed, and the 


Allies will be triumphant if the war continues 
to thd end. Hale’s words are:—' What is it 
that a war weary world wants. A peace with- 
out recrimination now, or a possible peace many 
years later with Germany crushed, the ‘ League 
of Ten’ momentarily triumphant, and the 
whole of the political map of Europe a chess- 
board of complicated ambitions and sanguinary 
struggles during a hundred years to come.” 

This despairing paragraph comes at the end 
of Hale’s despatch, at the beginning of which 
he says:—‘‘I have to-day enjoyed the oppor- 
tunity of intimate conversation with the leaders 
in the highest ‘political position and exponents 
of public sentiments. Not a soul in Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria, or Turkey dreams 
for a minute of submitting to the ridiculous 
aberration indulged in by the British Entente.”’ 
This echo of his “ intimate conversation ” is 
followed by the statement that the German 
people are asking whether Washington will ac- 
cept the latest Note as a sincere expression, or 
as an insolent affront flung in the teeth of Mr. 
Wilson. The statement is considered a sub- 
stantiation of the belief in Washington that 
the Germans are realising how the war is turn- 
ing against them, and of how pressing is the 
need of the Central Powers for a quick peace. 
When the German Censor passes so frank an 
intimation of the fall of Germany’s hopes of 
conquest the interpretation here is that it will 
not be long before Herr von Bethmann-Hollweg 
tries again with another plea for peace. 


REICHSTAG AND THE 
KAISER, 


A telegram from Berlin states that Dr. 
Kaempf. President of the Reichstag, has sent 
to the German Emperor the following telegram : 
“ Kntire German pee 
Majesty, with an unshakable will, and will 


stand together until disgraceful plans of enemy

ADMIRALTY SECRETS, 


Germany has threatened with her submarines. 


to destroy our shipping and starve England. 
The threat dates back to the beginning of the 
war. Yet England has plenty of food, while 
Germany is starving. Now, however, we are 
told by the enemy that the serious work of the 
pirates is to begin in the spring. According to 
inspired statements intended to lull the hunger 
revolt in the Fatherland, British merchant ships 
are then to be swept from the seas. Captain 
Persius, the German Naval authority, does not 
seem to be sure that the work will quite so 
easy. In an article, from a German paper, he 
warns his countrymen against false hopes. He 
declares that Great Britain cannot be starved 
by & turn of the hand, and that our instru- 
ments for the destruction of submarines are in- 
creasing. The sinking of the Allies ships is re- 
ported daily in the British Press, but nothing is 
ever said regarding the fate of the pirates, says 
the London Daily Hyxpress. The Germans 
naturally refrain from reporting the sinking or 
capture of their submarines. They do know, 
however, that scores of them have left their 
ports never to return. Perhaps it is not too 
much to expect that the time has arrived when 
the Admiralty will partially lift the veil, and let 
the public into some of its secrets, which must- 
in the case of losses, be known to the enemy.

A DEPLORABLE OMISSL.. . 


A meeting of the Nationalist Party Committee 
on Food Production and Supply was held yester- 
day in Dublin. Mr. Joseph Devlin, Chairman, 
presided. There were also present :—Messrs. 
Cosgrave, Crumley, Field, Hazleton, Lundon, 
Nugent, and White. 

The following report was decided upon :— 

(1) We still consider that the best method of 
working the new agricultural schemes would be 
the appointment of a small Special Committee, 
such as we have already suggested, nob confined 
to an official element, but comprising men of 
experience and popular sympathies, whose de- 
cisions would command general confidence, with 
the widest powers over all branches of the sub- 
ject, inclyding the taking over of all necessary 
iands. 

In a matter fraught with such vital interest 
to the whole nation, we are strongly of opinion 
that the working of these gréat schemes should 
not be controlled by men without practical 
knowledge of farming. With the experience 
Ireland has had of the failure of Governmeng 
Board-controlled institutions, we fear that any 


‘further extension of bureaucratic methods will 


lead to unsatisfactory results. 

(2) The main blot upon the new scheme is that 
it does not make any adequate provision for the 
tillage of the grazing ranches. Disappointment 
at the fact that the owners are‘ only to be re- 
quired to till 10 per cent. of these will probably 
find expression im the refusal of labour to under- 
take so inadequate a task. The decision in this 
matter is so extraordinary when compared with 
the powers taken for England and Scotland that 
it is impossible to imagine that things can be 
left as they now stand. A. recent Order in 
Council empowers the Boards of Agriculture in 
England and Scotland “to take possession of 
any land which is being not so cultivated as to 
increase the food supply, and to do all things 
necessary for cultivating the land.” In fact, 
the widest possible powers are taken in Great 
Britain, whilst only 10 per cent. of the largest 
grazing lands of Ireland are to be touched. 
This the people cannot be expected to endure. 
in the circumstances, and the existing plans in 
this respect ought to be at once alte or the 
whole scheme may be fatally crippled. 

(3) We again urge the adaption of our former 
ee mIRBENNHNMSA for dealing with untenanted 
and. 

Untenanted land (including land let or used 
for grazing or demesne land) not yet brought 
under the control of, or offered for sale to, the 
Estates Commissioners or the Congested Districts 
Board. The only really satisfactory way of 
dealing with this land would be to speed up its 
purchase and settlement, but, pending this, and 
as a temporary measure to increase tillage, ws 
consider that as much as possible of it ought to 
be commandeered under the Defence of the 
Realm Act and thrown open for tillage, by con- 
acre, and that the system of compulsory tillage 
re above be extended to this class of 
and. 

(4) It is greatly to be desired that, if more 
than the required minimum is to be tilled, the 
oe emg as to price should be strengthened. 

rices should be fixed for a period of years, 
and not only for one year. Again, farmers 
should at once be satisfied. as to what way 
their crops will be treated in those cases where 
they are somewhat damaged or do not come up 
to the standard to obtain the fixed prices. Are 
they to be left on their hands in t cases ? 
It would be well if the procedure to be adopted 
were at once set out. At convenient centres 
samples of the supplies might be taken and 
graded. If this were done farmers should be 


told now what they might expect for the 


different grades. 

(5) The question of exemptions is an urgent 
one. If in exceptional cases it is considered 
necessary to exempt certain holdi for dairy 
farming, all such exemptions should be decided 
on not later than the list February, so that 
adequate time shall be given to prepare land 
for tillage. To leave any decision on a question 
of exemption as late as 25th March, as is pro- 
vided for in the Regulations, is an absolutely 
unworkable provision, which would kéep agri 
culturists in unwarranted suspense until tillage 
would become impossible. 

In no case should applications for exemptiou 
of 7 ranches be entertained. 

(6) While Fo opinion strongly approves th 
Order prohibiting the export of potatoes until 
guch time as it, is ascertained that there will be 
a sufficiency of ie icw for home consumption, 
the hardships of which the exporting farmers 
complaingin being depfived of their market 
would be met the Irish Government 
agreeing to purchase from them for home 
consumption a proportion of their stocks 
et reasonable. prices. The could nti be a 
loser by this action, and it would enable the 
farmers to obtain the money necessary for tha 
coming season’s operations. 

(7) The arrangements under which the Estates 
Commissioners have decided to till direetly them- 
selves large areas of land now in their - 
sion have caused great dissatisfaction. e call 
attention to the recommendation in our first 
report, that “ unless the settlement of the lands 
under the control of this Board ean be very 
greatly expedited, they ought to make arran 
menis for setting these lands temporarily under 
con-acre tillage as far as practicable.” In many 
cases it would be feasible to give part of these 
lands for meadowing, on condition that small 
holders till a proportionately increased amount 
of their present holdings. 

(8) We think it deplorable that no steps have 
yet been taken to mobilise labour or fix a 
proper wage standard. Labour is still leaving 
this country, even from agricultural districts, 
for Great Britain, while nothing is done te 
organise it for home needs. The failure of the 
authorities to deal satisfactorily in town and 
country with the position of wage earners is 
calculated to create a serious situation: in the 
country. 

(9) We consider that immediate information 
ought to be given by the authorities to the 
public as to the steps they are taking to secure 
supplies of machinery, fertilisers, and seeds. 


ADMINISTRATION OF TILLAGE 
SCHEME, 


An Advisory Committee of seven members haa 
been appointed by the Department of Agricul- 
ture for the purpose of advising the Depart- 
ment in regard to the administration ,of the 
food production scheme. The Committee, which 
will be drawn from various parts of the 
country, will hold its first meeting to-morrow, 
at 2.30 p.m. Numerous applications for ex 
emption from the scheme have been received. 

There were several inquirers at the offices of 
the Department yesterday regarding various 
details in reference to the increase of tillage. 


LOUTH COUNTY COMMITTEE 
AND TILLAGE, 


At a special meeting of the Louth County 
Committee held yesterday it was decided to re 
lease the agricultural and horticultural inetrue- 
ters from such routine duties as would interfere 
with their work in connection with the pro- 
posed increase of tillage, and it was arranged, 
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gs complaints were made by many of the 
meinbers of the difficulty experienced in securing 
& supply of artificial manures, that the in- 
structors should attend at a number of centres 
in the ¢ounty during the ensuing two weeks 
to make, as far as possible, a census of the 
quantities of artificial manures, spraying 
materials, and agricultural machinery required 
to carry out the Government's programme of 
increased tillage. A resolution was adopted 
esking the Department to secure fixed and 
reasonable prices for grtificial manures and 
spraying materials and preferential rates for the 
transit of such materials. On the motion of 
Mr. N. T. Murphy, J.P., seoonded by Mr. J. P. 
Kearney, it was resolved :— 

That we strongly endoree the action of the 
Government in having the grass farms broken up, 
and we consider the By a By per cent.— 
scarcely sufficient, hat in no case should 
exemption be granted to ewners of farms entirely 
Under grass. Farther, that immediate action 
Should taken in this matter, and not deferred 
25th ef March.

10,000 TONS OF POTATOES IN 
COOLEY, 


At a special meeting of the Louth County 
Committee of Agriculture yesterday, Mr. J. 
F. McGahan, J.P., called attention to the fact 
that there were immense stocks of potatoes in 
the hands of farmers of Cooley, a district in 
County Louth, where potatoes are very largely 
grown for export, He was informed that there 
were 15,000 or 16,000 tons of potatoes in the 
hands of these farmers, and since the export 
had been prohibited they were without a 
market. While approving of the regulation pro, 
hibiting export until it was ascertained whether 
there was sufficient potatoes in the country for 
irish use—food and seed—he thought that the 
Department should do something to relieve the 
Cooley farmers from the embarrassment created 
by the Order, 

In the discussion which followed, it was 
stated that, even allowing for the demands of 
the local market for seed, there would be no 
Jess than 10,000 tons of Cooley potatoes waiting 
g market. It was resolved, on the motion of 
the Chairman (Mr. James M‘Carthy, J.P.), 
seconded by Mr. Woods, that the attention of 
the Department be directed to this matier, and 
that the Department be asked to at once pro- 
vide facilities for securing a market in Ireland 
for these potatoes in districts where there is a 
ecarcity, either for food or goed.

SOUTH AMERICA. 


THE GROWTH OF BRITISH 


INTERESTS. 


The Archbishop of Dublin presided at the 
Opening ceremony of the South American Mis- 
tionary Society’s Exhibition yesterday afternoon 
in the Gregg Hall, Dublin. Dr. Bernard, in 
his address, spoke of the extent of British in- 
terests in South Ameriea, and of the need of 
seeing that our countrymen in that lund have 
the ministrations of their Church. 

The Rev. Canon H. B. Kennedy, B.D., Chair- 
man of the Committee, first made a statement 
regarding the Exhibition. He said that the 
reason that the Committee had decided to have 
the Exhibition now was that four missionaries 
from South America were with the members 


later. They missed the kindly and sympathetic 
presence and inspiration of their honoured 
friend’ and secretary, the late Rev. Henry 
Mahony. But they were thankful to have with 
them the presence and the untiring energy and 
enthusiasm of Mrs. Mahony, to whom the 
Society in Ireland and that Exhibition owed go 
much. (Applause.) A large part of the work 
had been carried out by the late Mr. Joseph 
Dunham, father of their secretary. He was 
sure that the sympathy of all went ont to the 
secretary and to his mother in their bereave- 
ment. A characteristic of that Exhibition was 
that it was eniirely an Irish product. It was 
on a small scale, but they all trusted that it 
would prove interesting and stimulating in the 
great cause in which the Society was engaged. 
THE ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 

The Archbishop said that he was glad to be 
able to take a small part in the opening of 
the Kxhibition, He felt sure that the long 
and elaborate programme which had been 
drawn up would, when it was. compleied, have 
done a great deal to stimulate interest in the 
work which the South American Society was 
doing. For the purpose of the Exhibition was 
primarily thet, and incidentally, to provide 
some information as to what had been done 
by the Church generally on account of the 
members of their own communion, whether they 
were Americans or Eurepeans, in that great 
continent. The work thai was being done in a 
country of that sort was two-fold, 
bers of the Church must not forget the clain.s 
of their own people who had emigrated to 
South America, and who were there engaged in 
various pursuits. There were far more of them 
there than many were aware of.. And then, of 
course, there was the Society’s work which 
appealed more specially to the imagination—he 
meant the work which had been done among 
the various aboriginal tribes. It had a history 
on which, he undersicod, some lectures were to 
be given, a history well worth studying, for its 
own sake, and for the inspiration it brought. 
Of the stormy, and sad, and dangerous period 
in the early history of the Society, he sup- 
posed there were now very few survivors. But 
Bishop Stirling was still alive and hearty at 
Wells, where he lived under the shadow of the 
great Cathedral. He had seen Bishop Stirling 
three years before, and his interest and en- 
thusiasm about everything connected with mis- 
work was hke that of a young man. 


|The members of the Society were privileged to 


have with them that day a friend who wag 
almost contemporary with Bishop Stirling—Mrs. 
Day. (Applause. ) They did not need to be 
_told how much the Society owed to her. He 
saw that, in the little handbook of the Exhibi- 
tion, South America was spoken of as the 
neglected continent. Well, that meant, he 
took it, that most people knew very little about 
it. It was nogiected im that sense; but it was 
well worth while of most to make themselves 
with the work which the Church 
generally was trying to do there. In an admir- 
able little book, drawn up three years before, 
they would see the two sides of the Church’s 
work: the romantic side, the side which they 
thought of whon they were there that day, the 
last commission of Our Lord to preach the 
Gospel to every creature; but there was also the 
very important work that had been done among 
their own He did not know whether 
his audience realised: how great were the 
finencial interests of the English and Irish and 
Scotch—of English-speaking people in South 
America. He had scen, some time before the 
war, some figures which siated that of British 
capital there were six hundred millions of 
money in that country. This showed 
how vast a stake they had in the country, and 
how many of their countrymen must be gathered 
there to adgdmiuister Ereat imterests. 
Chaplaineics bad gradualty become independent 
centres of the Church s work, and independent 
of the aid given by the South American Mis- 
sionary Society. ‘that was a greit work to 
prevent Churchmen talling away trom their 
allegiance. Of course, there Were other organ- 
isations—great organisations with which hey 
were in commnunion in South America.

preatost part of tae work done by the Church 
in South America was done by the Episgopal 
Church of the* Untied Srates. In Brazil ‘that 
Church occupied almost the entire field. The 
interest of North Amierica in South America 
was necessarily greater than the interest of 
Europe couid ¢ver.be, more particularly so long 
as their American friends insisted on what was 
called the Monro, Doctrine—that was America 
for the Americans—so long there remained 
with them a particular responsibility for the 
whole of that great continent. But there could 
be no doubt that, after the war, the future of 
a country like South America, with vast possi- 
bilities, with vast opportunities for enterprise, 
with many openings for fresh emigrants—would 
be changed. Whether the Monroe Doctrine 
would be insisted on or not, it was quite sure 
that South America wculd play a larger part in 
the purview of European politics than it had 
ever played before; and as the British interest 
would be greater than it had ever been in that 
Continent, ao the religious work which was being 
done on behalf of iis inhabitants would be 
greater. lt was the place of the British to see 
that they should send their people the adminis- 
trators of the Gospel until they were able to 
provide for themselves. It was also their part 
to see that the heathen population should not 
be neglected; and they would find, he was 
gure, that in the end knowledge would stimulate 
sympathy and sympathy would stimulate a 
larger view of the meaning and purposes of 
the Church’s work and of the revelation of the 
Church's Master One did not need texts; but 
he noticed that the Committee had chosen a 
most ingenious text to stimulate the visitors’ 
interest that day. South America, it was -said, 
occupied oue-cighth of the land surface of the 
globe, and the Committee commended their 
interest by the text “ Give a portion to seven.” 
(Laughter and applause.) His Grace after- 
wards declared the Exhibition open. 

On the motion of Mr. William Hayes, seconded 
by Mr. A. T. Price, the Archbishop and those 
who had shared in the work of the Exhibition 
were thanked. Mr. Hayes referred with plea- 
gura to the presence of his old friend, Mr. 
Edward Cordner, a vice-president of the

SIR BRYAN MAHON AND RECRUITING. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Six,—Any words that fall from the lips of 
Sir Bryan Mahon, Commander of the Forces in 
Ireland, cannot be lightly regarded. He speaks 
with the voice of one having authority, and, it 
must be presumed, as one having full know- 
ledge of the facts. His speech at the Gresham 
Hotel on Saturday night, at a dinner given by 
the Corinthian Club in honour of the Irish 
Chief Secretary, is a highly important and 
authoritative pronouncement tipon the subject 
of Irish recruiting.

THE TILLAGE CAMPAIGN, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Convinced, as am, that the great 
majority of farmers in this country are only 
too anxious to do their bit in assisting to add to 
the food production, I fear that the scheme 
proposed to be adopted by the Department of 
Agriculture will be found not only futile, but 
impossible. I have been farmgng for many 
years, and am convinced that quality, and not 
quantity, is what pays best—in other words, 
that it is better to cultivate ten acres of land 
well than twenty acres badly. Let us examine 
the proposed scheme. A man who has no know- 
ledge of tillage ig told that he must at once 
cultivate a tenth portion of his land. Where is 
he to get horses, labour, manures, and 
machinery? Supposing that he can get horses, 
how is he to feed them? If he hires labourers 
where are they to be housed and fed? As re- 
gards machinery, since the war I find it almost 
impossible to get spare parts for my machines 
let alone a new one. 

Let us take the case of a man who already 

has a certain portion of his land under tillage. 
He will be compelled to till a tenth more. 
Some time ago we were requested to add to 
the tillage we already had, and many did so. 
Is it fair that those who have increased their 
tillage should be treated the same as others 
who have had no tillage at all? 
_ It is simple enough to plough a field and put 
in a crop of oata or wheat or barley, but the 
keeping clean and saving of the crop is another 
matter. It is simple to cut a field with a gelf- 
binder if it is all standing, but, if it is lodged 
or knocked about by the rain, it is a lon a 
and, if sufficient labour eannot be obtaine 
may lose one portion of the crop which 
over-ripe while you are trying to save the 
mainder. 

I quite agree that all occupiers of land ought 
to be compelled to till a certain portion of their 
land, but that the amount ought to be regulated 
according to the special facilities afforded in 
their respective districts. I also think that the 
Department -should be empowered to advance 
money for the purpose of purchasing machinery 
seeds, and manures; and, lastly, that a really 
practical man should be appointed for each dis- 
trict to give advice and seé that the work was 
properly carried out.—Yours, eic.,

manure. The supply of skilled agricultural 
labour in Ireland is small. Half, or perhaps 
more, of the crops will be lost if the Depart- 
ment’s present scheme is rushed through. I 
think it would be better not to be quite so 
ambitious, and to grow what quantity the 
horses and labour available can produce and 
harvest in a satisfactory manner. There was 
enough rotten corn through the country this 
ear with what labour we had. What would it 
tes like next, year if it turned out a bad season? 
My advice is to be content. with very good

Sia,—No man who knows anything about his 
job would grow wheat on lea or bane at ls, 8d. 
per stone, when he can get ls. 7d. for oats off 
the same land. Wheaten straw is no good for 
feeding cattle; wheat is very exhausting on land, 
and would require heavy artificial manuring on 
lea or bane. aten straw, on the other hand, is 
a valuable feed for cattle. It requires no 
manure, and need not be got in half as early 
as wheat, and does not exhaust the land nearly 
go much. 

I cannot see how any farmer at this dato, 
even with a supply of really good horses, ploughs, 
and men at his disposal, could get his ploughing 
finished in time to enable him to get in his crop. 
How can the men who have no horses, ploughs, 
or men be expected to get it done in time? I 
always count on having my ploughing finished 
by Christmas, and think I am very late if it is 
not done by the 10th January. When one 
counts the really wet days, the frosty days, and 
the off-chanee of a fall of snow, when ploughing 
cannat be done, one will find that the ploughing 
days will dwindle down to fourteen days a 
month. It takes a first-class pair of horses to 
plough old lea at anything of a decent depth— 
say, seven or eight inches—and to keep those 
horses in condition they will require 21lbs. 
oats per er: If the owner wants to get his 
harrowing done, which is the hardest work 
horses are asked to do in this country, one-half 
an Irish acre is wonderful ploughing per day if 
it is kept up. 

The te Act is a curse in this country. 
The men go sick on the slightest cause. They 
think it far better to get w: per week for 
doing nothing than their full wages for work- 
ing. f the Government do not pass a bill, 
and pass it quickly, giving power to farmers to 
make their men work; if they do not make 
every farmer plough at onee and he finished on 
the 25th March, inetead of beginning, I am 
afraid that their tillage scheme will be a com-
